Colo., the heartland 
of the Fryingpan project, it was 
Democratic Sen. John A. Carroll 
—engaged in a hard fight for re- 
election—who was allowed to in­ 
troduce Kennedy for a speech. 
And at Pierre, it was George 
McGovern, Democratic candidate 
for the Senate who was at Ken 
nedy's elbow all the way.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)-The ad­ 
ministration’s satellite communi­ 
cations bill finally broke through 
the Senate sound barrier Friday 
and was passed by a 6(>-ll vote. 
The measure, which opens tho 
way for the first commercial us« 
of space, now goes back to the 
House 
for 
action on 
Senate 
changes. 
These changes do not include 
more than 2 00 amendments fired 
at it in a delaying action by Sens. 
Wayne Morse, D-Ore.; Estes Ke- 
fauver, D-Tenn.; Russel! B. I>ong, 
D-I>a . 
and 
other DeiTKKratie 
critics. .All were rejected. 
The 
hill, 
which the 
House 
passed by a 354-9 vote last May 
3. provides for the establishment 
of a privately owned, government 
regulated corporation to operate 
this cmintry's part of a global

One .Addition Made 
One addition made by the Sen­ 
ate, which must be passed on by

Opponents of the bill, fighting 
to the last ditch, cried out that 
it would be “ a gigantic give­ 
away” of the taxpayers’ invcM- 
ment in government space re­ 
search to a private mwiopoly. 
They said this monopoly would be 
dominated by the .American Tele­ 
phone & Telegraph Co. 
Administratitm spokesmen from

Patriarch Of Maronite 
Church Will Visit U . S. 


B v G E O R G E M C A R T H U R 
R FI RUT i AP i - For the first 
time a patriarch of the Maronite 
Roman Catholic Church will visit 
the United States this month. 
Patriarch Paul Meouchi, 68. will 
be received by President Kennedy 
in Washington and then tour the 
United States visiting his scat­ 
tered flock—tine of the most wide­ 
ly dispersed church groups exist­ 
ing today. 
Comprised mainly of far-roam­ 
ing Lebanese, traders through his­ 
tory. the Maronites are at once 
the pride and despiar of their pa­ 
triarch “ Its a joy to go anyw here 
in the world and be among your 
own people.” he says, "but some­ 
times at home we wish thorn clos­ 
er to us.” 
Although the Maronite Rue is 
identical in doctrine and the es­ 
sentials of worship with the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church, it has pre­ 
served a separate and definitely 
lebanese identity. Maronites from 
Macao to Cos Angeles look to the 
white-bearded patriarch in Leban­ 
on as their leader, while recog­ 
nizing the Pope as the ultimate 
church authority. 
There are approximately 782.500 
Maronites, about 125,000 of them 
living in the United States. 
Although no patriarch in office 
has ever visited the United States 
before, 
Patriarch Meouchi 
was 
there as a priest from 1920 to 1934 
and at the time became an Amer­ 
ican citizen. He reluctantly gave 
up his citizenship when ordered 
back to Lebanon. He said he felt

The Hallway Labor Executives Association, 
charging the railroads are propagating a 
pov­ 
erty myth." asks Congress to investigate the 
industry's finances. It calls for Congressional 
aition before there are further mergers, pas­ 
senger train reductions, freight service curtail­ 
ment and ‘ wholesale layoffs” of employes. 
RLEA says the poverty claims are false and 
are based solely on self-diagnosis. RLEA fails 
to mention that railroad accounting procedures 
and cost allocations follow standards set by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
Further, if RLEA figures are accurate, they 
may he misleading because they aggregate sur­ 
plus and retained income. This conceals the fact 
that some Western roads are prosperous while 
some in the East are not. with the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford, for example, in actual 
bankruptcy. 
The Congressional investigation RLEA de­ 
mands has already heen made 
A Senate com­ 
mittee. headed by Senator Smithers of Florid a, 
made an exhaustive inquiry in 1958. It conclud­ 
ed that the railroads are in trouble. 
Moreover, its report pointedly urged upon 
the railroad brotherhoods a "reappraisal of the 
entire railroad labor situation in the light of 
the present plight of the railroads." 
The Swathers report sharply criticized the 
railroads because they had not made some of 
the very economies to which RLEA now objects. 
The report resulted in new1 federal legislation 
facilitating curtailmnt of unprofitable service. 
RLEA s demand for a new Congressional 
investigation seems to have been made without 
consideration of the possibility that its result 
might, give the brotherhoods less comfort than 
the Smatters committee offered them

The Age Of Secularism 


In a very large mail on the subject of the Supreme 
Court decision on prayers in schools, several arguments 
stand out clearly: 
I. That I do not know anything at>out the subject. 
2 
That it is unfair to say that the Supreme Court 
is adopting secularism as a doctrine. 
3. That it is anti-Semitic to disagree with the Court; 
4 
That Chief Justice Warren ought to be im­ 
peached. 
In consideration of these criticisms, let us look at 
Mr. Justice Douglas's concurring decision. 
He said 
"The point for decision is whether the Government 
can constitutionally finance a religious exercise. 
Our 
system at the federal and state levels is presently honey - 
combed with such financing. 
Nevertheless, I think it 
is an unconstitutional undertaking whatever form it 
takes." 


In a prolonged footnote on this subject. Mr. Ju s­ 
tice Douglas quotes from Fellman’s "The Limits of 
Freedom." with which I am not familiar, to provide 
evidence that "there are many ‘aids’ to religion in 
this country at all levels of government. To mention 
hut a few at the federal level, one might begin bv 
observing that the very First Congress which wrote 
the First Amendment provided for chaplains in both 
Houses and in the armed services." Fie. etc. 


Justice Douglas takes the position that in New York 
State: 
"The question presented by this case is therefore 
an extremely narrow one 
ll is whether New York 
oversteps the bounds when it 
finances a religious 
exercise.” 
In a word, from his standpoint what makes it wrong 
to pray in the schools is that the schools are supported 
by taxes. 
But so is the .Supreme Court. So he adds 
"What New York does on the opening of its public 
Reboots is what we do when we open court. Our M ar­ 
shal has from the beginning announced the convening 
of the Court and then added 'God save the United Stales 
and this honorable court ' That utterance is a suppli­ 
cation. a prayer in which we, the .judges, ate free to 
join. but which we need not recite any more than the 
students need recite the New York prayer. 
". . . It is said that the element of coercion is 
inherent in the giving of this prayer, 
lf thai is tine 
here, it is also true of the prayer with which this Court 
is convened, and with those that open the Congress. 
Few adults, let alone children would leave oui court­ 
room or the Senate or the House while those prayers 
are being given. Every such audience is in a sense a 
'captive' audience " 
Therefore he says: 
"A t the same time I cannot say that to authorize 
this prayer is to establish a religion in the strictly 
historic meaning of those words. 
A religion is not 
established in the usual sense merely by letting those 
who chose to do so say the prayer that the public 
school teacher leads. Y et once government linances a 
religious exercise it inserts a divisive influence into 
our communities." 
I think that it can be said that Mr. Justice Doug­ 
las. makes as good a case in favor of prayer in the 
schools as I have seen 
However, he seems to be in 
difficulties 
because 
in 
the 
struggle 
between 
basic 
religious concepts and secularism, he is caught in an 
intellectual snare. 
For instance, such a matter as 
this bothers him; 


"Some communities, including Washington. D.C., 
have a Christmas tree purchased with the taxpay­ 
ers’ money. The tree is .sometimes decorated with 
tho wolds ‘Peace on earth, goodwill to men.’ 
At 
oilier times tho authorities draw from a ditJccnt 
version of the Bible which says ‘Peace on earth to 
men of goodwill . . .* " 


In a word. there being a conflict among Catholics, 
| Protestants, and Jews as to the precise wording of 
the Hebrew. Aramaic. Greek, and Latin versions of the 
Bible there are conflicting translations in 
English. 
Therefore he falls back on Mr. Justice Rutledge’s dis­ 
senting opinion in the Everson Case which is not con­ 
cerned with abstract truth but with the cash register. 
•'Public money devoted to payment of religious 
costs, educational or other, brings the quest for more. 
It brings loo the struggle of sect against sect for the 
larger share or for any . . . " 
Therefore players to God arc to be kept out of the 
public schools 
To which. Mr. Justice Stewart 
replied 
"The Declaration of Independence ends with this 


sentence 
'And for the support of this Declaration, with 
a firm reliance on the Protection of Divine Providence, 
we mutually pledge to each other our Lives, our For­ 
tunes and our sacred Honor.’ "

For the truth is the reports of the 
sending of two men into multiple 
orbits emphasize a tragedy and 
not a triumph inside the Soviet 
Union 
To take away from the 200,000,- 
000 people of the Soviet empire, 
for adventures in space, billions 
r f rubles that should be spent to 
advance their standard of living— 
to give them decent housing and 
adequate food—is to commit a 
crime against humanity. 
The privation throughout Rus­ 
sia is well known. 
Similarly, the 
terrible hardships being borne by 
a neighboring people in Red China 
are also being revealed daily to 
the whole world. 
Yet the Moscow 
government ignores the suffering 
of the Chinese people even as it 
ignores the acute needs of its ow n 
population 
Does anybody know just what 
benefits, scientific or otherwise, 
are to be gained from such trips 
around the earth that could not 
just as well have been deferred 
until the needs of the people were 
first satisfied?

Law enforcement officials de­ 
plore

Their studies indi­ 
cate that public

is

Some recent statistics published 
by F B I Chief J 
Edgar Hoover,

three per cent more than the pre­

What s more, the 


rate of crime has increased five

These figures show that crimes 
are being committed at a far 
higher rate than heretofore, com­ 
pared with population totals. To 
some, the figures are another in­ 
dication of a general lowering of 
moral standards that has been 
preceeding since the end of World 
War ll . 
Besides the usual run of crimes, 
Washington reports a sharp in­ 
crease in thefts of mailed mattei, 
mostly checks.

The South was the first to re« ort 
to ccaiscription or forced service 
In the army or nairy. In April 1862, faced by 
McClellan’s campaign up the J ames River penin­ 
sula aimed a t Richmond, the Confederate Con- 
grcRS responded to pressure from ITMident Davla 
and Imposed the obligation of military service for 
three years on all white males between IS and 35 
who were not legally exempt. 
The only prior federal legislation Imposing 
military service had been for militia duty, and it 
had left the militia In command of the states. In 
spite of the sta te supremacy theories that they 
had espoused in 1860-61 so tragically, the South­ 
ern states submitted to placem« Tt of the conscript 
power in the hands of their central government. 
The national Congress followed the Confederate 
lead and voted a conscription a ct in March 1863, 
under federal authority and control. Meanwhile, 
the Confederacy had raised the conscription age 
to 45. In the South, drafted men were permitted 
to escape military scavloe by hiring eligible « ib- 
sUtutes. The federal Congress Initially v ^ s more 
liberal: It permitted evasion either through pay­ 
ment of a $306 “ commutation” fee to the govern­ 
ment, or by hiring a substitute. Beginning in 1864, 
substitution alone was permitted In the North, 
and prices of substitutes skyrocketed. Only the 
wealthy could afford this legal form of evasion, 
hut the einl vcas not corrected by the Lincoln 
administration.

It was related that Thomas 
J. Jackson's body servant, a 
Negro, was made aware when a battle was 
Imminent by the time hts master spent In 
prayer. “Gwine be a fight, sartin,” he was 
quoted as saying one morning In Virginia. 
Massa'* bin a prayin’ all de night throo.” 
It could be said that if Jackson had rea­ 
sons for prayer in March, April and May 
1862, he also hAd justification for believing 
most of his prayers answered. During those 
months he was in the Shenandoah Valley of 
Virginia, in a campaign designed to fool 
Lincoln and Stanton, who were master­ 


minding McClellan's spring campaign direct­ 
ed at Richmond, into believing Washington 
was threatened seriously. 
After a tactical reverse at Komstown In 
March (which “led the Washington authori­ 
ties to make mistakes that benefitted the 
Rebels more than lf Kemstown had been a 
victory,” a historian said', Jackson engaged 
In a series of hit-and-run victories that up­ 
set the plans for the Union reinforcement of 
Maj. Gen. George B. McClellan In his thrust 
up the James River peninsula toward Rich­ 
mond. 
Instead of giving all aid to McClellan for 
the 
capture

capital, the au­ 
thorities in Wash­ 
ington b e c a m e 
“obsessed w i t h 
trapping J a c k ­ 
son."

The South was the first to resort 
to conscription or forced service 
In the army or navy. In April 1862, faced by 
McClellan’# campaign up the James River penin­ 
sula aimed at Richmond, the Confederate Con­ 
gress responded to pressure from President Davis 
and Imposed the obligation of military service for 
three years on all white males between 18 and 35 
who were not legally exempt. 
The only prior federal legislation imposing 
military service had been for militia duty, and it 
had left the militia in command of the states. In 
spite of the stato supremacy theories that they 
had espoused in 1860-61 so tragically, the South­ 
ern states submitted to placement of the conscript 
power in the hands of their central government. 
The national Congress followed the Confederate 
lead and voted a conscription act in March 1863, 
under federal authority and control. Meanwhile, 
the Confederacy had raised the conscription age 
to 45. In, the South, drafted men were permitted 
to escape military service by hiring eligible sub­ 
stitutes. The federal Congress Initially was more 
liberal: it permitted evasion either through pay­ 
ment of a 5300 "commutation” fee to the govern­ 
ment, or by hiring a substitute. Beginning in 1864, 
substitution alone was permitted in the North, 
and prices of substitutes skyrocketed. Only the 
wealthy could afford this legal form of evasion, 
but the evil was not corrected by the Lincoln

Sheriff Paul C. Haberlein said 
yesterday afternoon that he will

Attention was focused on the 
condition of the jail earlier this 
week when Sheriff Haberlein and 
his deputies found saw blades and 
files in the jail. They presum e 
they w ere hoisted into the jail 
through broken plate glass win­ 
dows. 
The first of .Sheriff H aberlein’s 
seven points is that these plate 
glass windows should be replaced 
by 
m ore 
sturdy 
glass 
blocks 
which are not easily broken. Sec­ 
ondly. he believes that the jail 
should he equipped with fire es­ 
capes as recom m ended 
by the 
state fire m arsh al’s office as well 
as the Cum berland fire chief. 
Sheriff H aberlein’s third point 
concerns the poor plumbing in the 
jail. He said the Health D epart­ 
m ent subm itted a report some 
tim e ago to the county com m is­ 
sioners recom m ending certain im ­ 
provem ents. Some of the toilets 
are rusted com pletely out 
and 
they are so obsolete that replace­ 
m ents cannot be obtained. 
The sheriff’s fourth point is that 
janitors should be supplied for 
the jail so that it would not be 
necessary for trusties to be given 
janitorial duties.

Bill Hanna and Joe Barbera, 
producers of “The Flintstones,” 
have this to say about their 
work: 
"If there is an underlying philo­ 
sophy about our cartoons, it is to 
project warmth and good feeling.
